A PENARTH 
family say they 
have endured 
“untold anguish” 
since their mother 
was buried in the 
wrong cemetery 
plot. 

In March this year, 
Marion Jarvis (nee 
Hooper) had to be 
reburied in a new plot, 
but in the latest twist to 
the saga, her gravestone 
has failed to reappear. 

The family says 
Penarth Town Council 
promised to have it 
reinstalled by the end of 
August, but now, more 
than three weeks beyond 
the deadline, there is no 
sign of it. 

Marion was Penarth 
born and bred, and lived 
at Coronation Terrace. 
She died in 2003 at the 
age of 82. 

The family only 
discovered she had been 
buried in the wrong plot 
when they decided they 
wanted to bury the ashes 
of her great- 
granddaughter Alice 
with her. 

The family had to 
sign papers to have her 
body moved a few feet 
into the correct plot. 
They attended a re¬ 
interment ceremony, 
along with Alice’s ashes, 
on Tuesday, March 14. 

Marion’s daughter Pat 
Quick told The GEM: 
“This has affected the 
whole family. It is now 
six months since my 
mother was reburied.”

A modest charge, at a 
guess, of between £30 
to £50 year-on-year, it is 
ironic the Vale Council 
gives all pensioners a 
rebate of £40 at the end 
of each year - which 
will be cancelled out 
with the rise in the 
precept. 

I wonder if it is a 
coincidence that the 
Independent 
Renumeration Panel for 
Wales is looking into 
whether the 8,000 
councillors sitting on 
735 community councils 
will be eligible for a 
cash allowance.

Marion continued: “I 
was told the gravestone 
would be put back by 
the end of August, but it 
still hasn’t happened.” 

Pat’s daughter, 
Katherine, is Alice’s 
mother. The family 
wanted Alice’s name 
added to the gravestone, 
and Pat says she passed 
on the details to Penarth 
Town Council. 

When she spoke to 
the stonemason 
recently, he told her he 
still hadn’t received 
notification of the 
wording. 

Pat said: “He told 
me: ‘I don’t know what 
I’m meant to put on it’. 
The experience has 
been very upsetting for 
my daughter. We are not 
dealing with a traffic 
sign, we are dealing 
with a gravestone.” 

Pat understands that 
one of the people 
dealing with the matter 
has left the council, but 
believes the matter 
should have been 
passed on to be dealt 
with.

I’m wondering 
whether the gravestone 
will have been returned 
by then.” 

Pat’s brother, Paul 
Hooper, who lives in 
Barry, said he has 
suffered a huge amount 
of stress and was 
having to visit the 
doctor.

Tories and Plaid 
clash over Dinas 
Powys by-pass 


VALE Conser¬ 
vatives have 

rebutted a Plaid 
Cymru accusation 
that there has been 
a lack of progress 
on the issue of a 
Dinas Powys by¬ 
pass. 

Following a session of 
the Vale Council’s 
environment and 

regeneration scrutiny 
committee, chaired last 
week by Coun Vincent 
Bailey, the Conservatives 
insisted there had been 
“significant progress”. 

Plaid local councillor 
Chris Franks said traffic 
management in the 
village was a key issue 
for residents. 

“There are a great 
many questions that were 
not answered at the 
scrutiny committee. 
Plaid want to know how 
the existing Dinas Powys 
roads will cope with the 
extra housing agreed by 
the Conservatives. 

“We are worried about 
the Cardiff Road junction 
with Murch Road for 
instance - this is already 
a major bottleneck. Then 
there is the Merrie 
Harrier junction, which 
at times is at gridlock. At 
this stage, surely the 
council has answers to 
these simple questions? 

“When it comes to the 
bypass, the council still 
does not seem to have 
made any progress. 
Nothing still has been 
decided. For instance, 
not even a route has been 
agreed. In reality, there 
seems to be a lack of 
commitment.” 

The Conservatives are 
adamant a bypass is on 
the agenda and that as a 
result of the scrutiny 
meeting, ‘stage 2’ of the 
process can proceed, 
with the likelihood that 
there will be three 
options on the table: a 
bypass; a multimodal 
solution; or a bypass with 
multimodal features. 

‘Multi-modal’ is a 
focus on improving 
public transport links 
(buses and trains) 
alongside other travel 
options, such as cycling 
and walking. 

Committee Chair, 
Coun Vincent Bailey, 
said: “A bypass remains 
a key priority for the 
council and the 
committee felt that it was 
vital that the bypass was 
given every chance to 
thrive at ‘stage 2’, by 
giving early 

consideration to how 
such a road could be 
combined with other 
measures to improve 
sustainable travel in the 
region. 

“We have also secured 
representation for the 
local community in the 
‘Review Group’, which 
will ensure that Dinas 
residents can have a say. 

“Coun Franks has a 
remarkably detailed 
knowledge of the 
committee meeting for 
someone who didn’t

actually attend on the 
night. 

“Members of the 
public were invited to 
register to speak and he 
could have put these 
questions to the 
committee and to council 
officers in person. 

“I’m pleased to say 
that several members of 
the local community did 
come along on the night, 
and I believe that those 
present were more than 
happy with the outcomes 
achieved.” 

Rod Harrod, chair of 
Dinas Powys By-Pass 
Steering Group, said 
there seemed to be a 
consensus at the meeting. 

“It’s fair to say that the 
process of creating a 
bypass around Dinas 
Powys has moved 
forward far more in the 
last six months than it did 
in the previous six years. 

“The process of the 
Welsh Government is 
something that had not 
even been mooted before 
this year. 

“It’s not a strategy that 
is concluded overnight 
and most of the time 


doesn’t attract headlines. 
There are parts that are 
ground-breaking and 
have not been applied to 
any previous road¬ 
building project in 
Wales. 

“The new Vale 
Council has had to move 
with care and precision 
to ensure every ‘i’ is 
dotted. An example of 
this was the way the 
cabinet asked the 
scrutiny committee to 
advise on the way 
forward. 

“My colleagues and I 
were particularly 

impressed at the 
thorough and considered 
way this meeting was 
conducted. 

“Not a single 
dissenting voice was 
heard from any political 
party. The public and 
councillors were given 
their chance to speak or 
comment in writing. 

“This enabled the 
committee to propose to 
cabinet several important 
changes to the 
consultants’ report to 
stage one of the five-part 
process. 

“This included the 
suggestion that a further 
option should be added 
to the next stage - with 
the by-pass added to the 
multi-modal option, as 
well as both of the 
options standing alone. 

“This makes the by¬ 
pass an almost certain 
inclusion to move 
forward,” Mr Harrod 
added.

LOCAL MP Alun 
Cairns has issued a 
plea to the Football 
Association of 
Wales to let a junior 
football team into 
its local league after 
it missed the 
registration 
deadline. 

Youngsters in two 
junior sides, one in Dinas 
Powys, the other in 
Barry, were “gutted” that 
they missed out on the 
new league season due to 
administrative problems. 

The Black Hawks 
under-12s from Dinas 
Powys are in the midst of 
an appeal; Barry Town 
under 14s have now 
reluctantly withdrawn 
their appeal. 

The Vale of 
Glamorgan Association 
Football League point 
out that over 60 local 
clubs managed to make 
the deadline in time. 

The father of one of 
the players at Barry 
Town under-14s, Ryan 
Sutton, explained the 
background to what had 
happened. 

“A Barry Town under- 
Ms coach left for 
personal reasons before 
registration with the 
league. There was a lot of 
disruption and some 


players left. 

“The parents got 
together, recruited extra 
players and attempted to 
register the team, albeit 
late. The registration was 
rejected by the Vale 
League. 

“We appealed to the 
South Wales Football 
Association who ruled in 
our favour.” 

The Vale League 
appealed to the Football 
Association of Wales and 
a hearing was due to take 
place this week. 

Some youngsters, 
anxious that they would 
miss out on the new 
season, have joined other 
teams, leaving Barry 
Town under-14s too short 
of numbers to continue 
and an appeal pointless. 

Ryan said: “The 
players and parents feel 
absolutely gutted. They 
have had their chance of 
football ripped away 
from them.” 

Dinas Powys Football 
Club’s under-12 team, 
the Black Hawks, missed 
out following an 
administrative error. 


The club sent incorrect 
consent forms to a coach 
on July 21 which caused 
a delay in submitting the 
correct forms. The club 
requested an extension to 
the deadline of July 31 
and were granted an 
extra day. There were 
further delays in getting 
back the forms from 16 
families and they didn’t 
submit the right forms 
until August 4. 

When the Vale League 
said they couldn’t take 
their place, the team won 
an appeal with the South 
Wales Football 

Association. 

But the Vale League 
has appealed to the FAW 
to reverse the decision, 
and a hearing is due to 
take place this week. 

Local councillor and 
founding member of 
Dinas Powys Football 
Club, Vince Driscoll, told 
The GEM the league 
could have issued a fine 
or points deduction and it 
was disappointing they 
had gone straight for 
expulsion. 

“It is wholly unfair 



that these children are 
being denied the 
opportunity to compete 
in a sport that they love, 
because of an 
administrative error that 
was out of their hands. 

“Penalising the 

children is, in my 
opinion, a very harsh 
action to take by the Vale 
League, and I sincerely 
hope that the FAW will 
put this right.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
added: “I have contacted 
Jonathan Ford, the chief 
executive of the FAW, to 
ask that the association 
allow the team to play. 

“It would be of great 
disappointment to these 
children if their 

disqualification was 
upheld on the basis of an 
administrative error.” 

A spokesman for the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Association Football 
League explained that it 
was just following its 
rulebook. 

“The Vale of 
Glamorgan Association 
Football League has 
upheld our rules 


(specifically 71 A) 
because both year-9 
Barry Town United FC 
and year-7 Dinas Powys 
Black Hawks had not 
submitted their ‘ J8 player 
registration forms’ before 
the deadline. 

“We can confirm that 
61 other junior sides in 
the VoGAFL managed to 
submit their registration 
forms; including 

additional sides at both 
Barry Town United FC 
and Dinas Powys FC. 

“Both clubs took the 
opportunity - as is their 
right - to appeal our 
decision to the South 
Wales Football 

Association which were 
both upheld in part. 

“As is the right of 
players, clubs and 
leagues, they can appeal 
any SWFA ‘Appeal 
Panel Decision’ to the 
Football Association of 
Wales which we have 
exercised.” 

The spokesman added 
that the decision on the 
appeal would be 
discussed at the next 
league council meeting.

50th year for 
yacht race 


LOOK out across 
the Channel on 
Saturday, 
September 30 from 
about 1pm, and 
you should see 
yachts taking part 
in the annual 
Highlight Race, 
which has been 
held by Barry 
Yacht Club, under 
various sponsors 
and names, since 
1968. 

The race reaches its 
half century this year, 
having started in 1968 
when the then vice 
commodore, Geoff 
Winter, negotiated with 
the BBC for sponsorship 
and filming of the event, 
which was organised by 
Barry Yacht Club. 

Known as the BBC 
TV Race, it was an 
immediate success, 
aided by the free entry - 
which was unusual in 
those days. 

The first race 
attracted an entry of 56 
vessels and everyone 
was glued to their TV 
sets on the Monday 
evening when a very 
short glimpse of the 
racing appeared on the 
Welsh news programme. 

The BBC continued 
to support the race for 
around 20 years, with 
transmissions lasting 
only a minute or so. The 
filming crews were 
taken on a variety of 


powered vessels, which 
followed the sailing 
fleet. The Barry 
Lifeboat was sometimes 
used, and filming also 
took place on competing 
vessels. 

The club was able to 
obtain some of the film 
from later years on 
reels, which are now 
available on a CD. 

The event has 
traditionally been run as 
an end of season fun 
race, with boats coming 
to Barry from all parts 
of the Bristol Channel.

Incinerator Action 
Group team, and makes 
it clear that Natural 
Resources Wales will be 
in no position to 
consider an operating 
licence, without 

answering the many new 
concerns and questions 
raised about this blot on 
the landscape. 

“Even as the 
incinerator is being built, 
it has disturbed the 
sleep, peace of mind and 
health of some local 
residents who have 


complained about the 
floodlights which 
illuminates the area, 
with generators 

throbbing as work seems 
to be taking place 
overnight. 

“At the same time, 
councillors are 

bombarding the Vale 
Council with questions 
about the planning 
advice they were given 
when considering 
whether or not an 
incinerator should ever 
be built on Barry’s 
dock.” 

On another topic, the 
spokesman explained: 
“Barry and Vale Friends 
of the Earth have made 
representations to the 
‘Active Travel’ 

consultation, which aims 
to improve cycling, 
walking and public 
transport provision. 

“The group will also

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KINGSMAN SEQUEL ENTERTAINS, 
BUT ULTIMATELY FALLS SHORT... 


T HE journey of 
Matthew 
Vaughn from 
producer to director 
has been a pretty 
seamless one since 
he made his debut 
with Layer Cake in 
2004. 

However, Vaughn has 
never tackled a sequel, 
having passed on 
following up his 
reinvigoration of the X- 
Men franchise, First 
Class , and passing on 
the second Kick-Ass 
film. 

With Kingsman: The 
Secret Service, Vaughn 
hit commercial pay dirt 
yet again, and he 
obviously felt there was 
more to tell in this 
series as he returns to 
the director’s chair for 
The Golden Circle. 

This time round, 
Eggsy (Taron Egerton) 
is settled into his life as 
a spy for the Kingsman, 


but when home-making 
billionaire drug dealer 
Poppy (Julianne Moore) 
wipes out all but Eggsy 
and man-with-a-plan 
Merlin (Mark Strong), 
they are forced to team 
up with their American 
counterparts, the 
Statesmen. 

Working alongside 
Agent Whiskey (Pedro 
Pascal), Eggsy is 
determined to track 
down and eliminate 
Poppy for good, but his 
plans are thrown a 
curveball when he 
discovers that Harry 
(Colin Firth), his 
mentor killed in the first 
film, is alive and living 
at the Statesmen’s 
headquarters... 

When The Secret 
Service made its bow 
three years ago, it was 
met with plenty of 
acclaim. Adapting Mark 
Millar’s graphic novel 
for the big screen, 
Matthew Vaughn 


captured the energy, 
humour and scale, 
making it a fun and 
thrilling espionage film 
with a very British 
twist. 

That there would be a 
sequel seemed a no- 
brainer, but what was 
less likely was that 
Vaughn would return. 
Emboldened no doubt 
by the success of the 
first one, he has ramped 
up the high-octane 
action, raised the stakes 
and the scale and, less 
successfully, has tried to 
be a little too smart and 
clever for his own good, 
in a sequel that 
entertains but falls short 
of expectations. 

While hardly a 
provocateur, Vaughn is 
a director who likes to 
push buttons (witness 
the promise made by 
Princess Tilde to Eggsy 
if he gets her free in the 
first Kingsman ) and he 
does the same here. 
While there are 
moments that are good, 
there are also moments 
that aren’t so good. 

While the film is 
humorous, some of the 
comedy feels in poor 
taste (a trip to 
Glastonbury comes with 
a pay-off that is 
woefully judged and a 
little awkward) and 
while the first film’s 
Pygmalion-esque plot 
had a degree of charm,

this feels like a far more 
by-the-numbers spy 
caper rather than the 
clever subversiveness of 
the first. 

The direction is 
energetic and fizzes 
with quick-cuts, 
whirling around the 
action and just staying 
on the right side of 
indulgent, while the 
OTT aspects of the 
universe are ramped up 
with a knowing wink 
(Poppy’s hideout is 
Bond-villain-in-the- 
extreme). 

Taron Egerton is a 
thoroughly charming 
actor and he does a 


decent shift here, as 
Eggsy’s personal and 
professional lives come 
crashing together, while 
the returning Colin 
Firth, despite having an 
intriguing plot point 
(albeit one that stretches 
credulity even in this 
universe) doesn’t quite 
click into place 
alongside him. 

The new additions to 
the cast are starry yet 
shortchanged. 

Julianne Moore’s 
character is interesting 
yet undercooked, 
despite Moore giving it 
her best, while 
Channing Tatum, Pedro 
Pascal, Halle Berry and 
Jeff Bridges are all used 
sparingly, despite their 
prominence in the 
marketing. 

Perhaps the best turn 
of all comes from an 
unexpected source, as 
Elton John revisits his 
‘Tantrums and Tiaras’ 
personality to great 
effect, having been 
kidnapped by Poppy in 
yet another 

undercooked plot point. 

While the joke is 
perhaps overdone, the 
sight of Elton dropping 
expletives at henchmen 
and karate-kicking his 
way out of trouble is 
both hilarious and 
totally bonkers. 

However, given the 
success of the first film, 
it was inevitable that it 


would be compared to 
The Secret Service and 
in that regard, it is 
found wanting. Its 141- 
minute running time is 
far too bloated, with 
several sequences ripe 
for cutting or excising 
completely (the 
Glastonbury sequence a 
prime example), while 
the gender politics of 
the film are iffy and the 
plot itself fails to spark, 
not helped by a late 
lurch into drug 
moralising. 

It’s daft fun, a film 
that if you don’t think 
too much about is a 
decent piece of 
entertainment - but The 
Golden Circle could 
have been so much 
more; it just fails to 
deliver. 

VERDICT: 
Entertaining fare, but 
once you think too 
much about it, it starts 
to crumble around you. 
Kingsman: The Golden 
Circle is an OTT 
espionage film that is a 
little too indulgent. 
Matthew Vaughn’s 
direction is as energetic 
as ever, the 
performances decent 
enough, but its faults 
will linger longer than 
its positives. Average.

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Ever had to make small talk about wine 
when you’re a pint of bitter or a cocktail 
person? Let The GEM show you the way! 


OVER a typical Christmas, it’s possible 
that you might attend a number of 
different functions. 

Eating out with friends is the most relaxed, 
obviously, but dining with office colleagues or 
far-flung family can take you out of your 
comfort zone - particularly if you find yourself 
sitting close to a self-professed wine expert. 

It takes a great deal of study to become a 
sommelier - as a wine snob might say - but you 
can get by with a little research... 

Here’s a wine glossary of some of the most 
common wine terms and what they mean, supplied 
by Sam Wylie-Harris, of the Press Association. 

INE experts, sommeliers and 
retailers love to tell us about the 
wines we should be drinking and 
enjoying, but what about their wine-tasting 
notes? 

You know, those flowery descriptions such as, 
‘Framed with honeysuckle and heather’, ‘Fruit 
flavours that hint at herb and stem’, or, ‘So 
minerally you can almost taste the chalk’. 

Ideally, they should inspire us to drink more 
wine, but if words such as terroir, herbaceous or 
brut nature leave you lost in translation, here’s 
how to get to grips with the wine words we often 
find confusing, so you can spend more time 
appreciating the wine lingering on your tongue. 

Or should we say: “Picking up energy on the 


long finish”. 

1/ Acidity 

Good acidity brings crispness to the wine and 
the right level of acidity stops it from being too 
sweet or watery. 

2/ Aftertaste 

The flavour that lingers in the mouth after 
swallowing your wine wine. 

3/ Aperitif 

If a wine is described as a good aperitif, it’s 
best enjoyed as a pre-dinner drink rather than 
with the meal. Delicately flavoured, or light white 
wines, usually fall into this category. 

4/ Balance 

When a wine is beautifully balanced, the 
flavour, acidity, tannins and body enhance each 
other and create the perfect package. 

5/ Brut 

The driest style of sparkling wine with a tiny 
amount of sugar, while Brut Nature (sometimes 
referred to as skinny champagne) is a very dry 
style of fizz without any sugar added at the 
dosage stage. Speaking of which... 

6/ Dosage 

The amount of sugar added to a bottle of 
fermented sparkling wine after the sediments and 
dead yeast cells are removed, and before corking, 
hence a bottle of bubbly might be Tow dosage’. 

7/ Earthy 

Some reds are described as earthy (usually in a 
positive sense) which refers to the dryness in the 
mouth, and is associated with the soil where the 


grapes were grown. 

8/ Flabby 

A trendy word for a wine when it’s watery with 
little or no acidity, and one that should be left on 
the shelf. 

9/ Fleshy 

This is a good word and one we like. It means 
the wine has ample fruit, texture and body. 

10/ Herbaceous 

If you love a vibrant New Zealand sauvignon 
blanc, a good style will be deliciously 
herbaceous, with well balanced flavours and hints 
of herbs. 

11/ Oxidised 

This is exactly what you don’t want in a wine. 
It means the wine has had too much exposure to 
the air and is tarnished. Watch out for that half 
empty bottle that's been sitting on the side for 
more than two days. 

12/ Tannin 

Tannin is mostly found in red wines and refers 
to the class of compounds that create a puckery 
sensation in the mouth. It also gives a wine 
structure and enables some wines to age well. 

13/ Terroir 

A French term that refers to the climate, soil 
and vine growing conditions in the vineyard that 
have influenced the wine. 

14/ Minerality 

Minerality means many things to many people 
- and many wines. But it usually refers to the 
taste of a blanc de blancs champagne 



(chardonnay) and the characteristics of the chalky 
soil; a white wine that’s high in acidity such as a 
steely Chablis (also made from the chardonnay 
grape); or something that’s come from the ground 
such as the minerally streak you might find in a 
wine (red or white) from a volcanic soil.

Tyley Bottom and 
Lord Hereford’s Knob 
enjoyed by Ramblers 


RACHEL from Penarth and 
District Ramblers played host 
to nine walkers at the pretty 
little market town of Wotton- 
under-Edge in Gloucestershire 
recently. 

The town dates back to the 
Neolithic era, but its growth and 
wealth was accrued mostly from the 
wool and cloth industry in the 17 and 
18th centuries. 

Setting off into the lovely bustling 
High Street and joining part of the 
Cotswold Way, they entered the grand 
St Mary the Virgin Church for a brief 
look around before heading along a 
pretty path beside a stream to the site 
of a 17th century corn mill. 

Gradually climbing through the 
lovely verdant valley at Tyley 
Bottom, before pausing for morning 
break near the top muddy tracks, a 
road and paths through a maize crop 
led them to the stunning Ozleworth 
estate and the beautiful church of St 
Nicholas of Myra, surrounded by tall 
neat dry stone walls. 

Descending past a huge lake, fields 
led them uphill into boggy woodland 
and exiting onto farm tracks, there 
were brilliant views towards the 
Severn Bridge and estuary along with 
damage beside a wild boar track. 

Reaching Tresham for lunch in 
warm sunshine within the Millennium 
Garden created by villagers in 2000, 
they continued down through a long 
lush valley populated with sheep, 
cattle and a multitude of fast moving 
pheasants to the church of St Kenelm, 
which stands beside the huge 
Alderley House. 

More fields containing sheep, 
geese and donkeys led them over a 
river into the Nind Nature Reserve, 
home to the water vole, before their 
return across fields to Wotton for 
refreshments in the Star Inn prior to 
the journey home. 

In contrast Robin and his spaniel 
Pepper chose a much harder walk in 
the Black Mountains and arrived at 


Mynydd Du Forest under overcast 
skies. 

The party of four set off along a 
track leading them up to the lovely 
remote Grwyne Fawr reservoir, built 
between 1912 and 1928 to supply 
water to the south Wales valleys. 

Arriving at the reservoir, a few 
drops of rain fell but climbing up 
onto the escarpment, the dark clouds 
disappeared to be replaced by bright, 
warm sunshine. 

Pausing for breath at the top while 
enjoying the panorama of brilliant 
clear views, they continued over the 
open moorland to the trig point on 
Rhos Dirion, where work will take 
place to repair the erosion to the peat 
bogs using stone and scalpings. 

After chatting to a group of young 
students taking part in their Duke of 
Edinburgh Silver Award, they made 
their way along the ridge, passing 
pretty mountain ponies that frequent 
the area for the short, but steep, climb 
to Lord Hereford’s Knob or Twmpa. 

They enjoyed the breathtaking 
views towards Hay-on Wye, the 
Golden Valley and the Black 
Mountain ridge ways. 

Dropping down through Darren 
Lwyd for the steep descent into 
Capel-y-Ffin, a steep climb led them 
back onto the ridgeway and a pause 
for refreshments, before what turned 
into the mammoth task of descending 
back to the car park through 
undefined overgrown pathways, 
which turned the walk into a seven- 
hour trek!

According to Care Forum Wales, independent 
care homes and domiciliary care companies are 
now getting the recognition they deserve for the £3 
billion-a-year contribution they help make to the 
economy and to communities across Wales. 

The announcement by First Minister Carwyn 
Jones AM was welcomed by the organisation’s 
chairman, Mario Kreft, who said it was a 
particularly timely boost - when a number of care 
homes and home care companies in the area were 
having to close, or give up their contracts because 
they were not financially viable. 

Mr Kreft explained: “In Wales, social care 
underpins and enables the NHS to function. It 


provides care for 150,000 people and employs 
75,000 people, which is over five per cent of the 
Welsh workforce. 

“Overwhelmingly, their wages are spent in the 
local communities where they live and work. And 
their care provision enables others to work - 
knowing their loved ones are well looked after. 

“Between them, care homes and nursing homes 
have some 23,000 beds - more than double the 
number provided by the NHS. 

“The First Minister’s announcement is a 
potential game-changer, because the Welsh 
Government, to their credit, have been talking up 
social care as a sector of national strategic 
importance for some time. 

“There has been a shift in direction since, 
making social care a sector of national strategic 
importance. 

“Now the Welsh Government have gone an 
important step further and identified social care as 
one of the five key pillars of the Welsh economy. 


“The social care sector pumps £3 billion a year 
into the Welsh economy but that doesn’t tell the 
whole story because that figure, big though it is, 
pales into insignificance when you consider how 
much the sector saves us as a nation. 

“There’s something very Welsh about the whole 
concept of caring. It’s in our DNA.” 

Mr Kreft said the history of the NHS was rooted 
firmly in Wales, but emphasised social care is 
something that also promotes the Welsh economy. 

“It enables relatives to remain in employment 
and to keep economically active. By being 
economically active of course, they’re productive 
and their sense of health and well-being also 
benefits. 

“We believe that Carwyn Jones and his 
Government need to be commended for their 
vision in making this ground-breaking decision 
because it is a UK first.”

Fined for 
rubbing Vick 
on winning 
horse’s nose! 


A LOT of the 
action in my latest 
book Racing 
Rogues - The 
Scams, Scandals 
and Gambles of 
Horse Racing in 
Wales (St David’s 
Press £14.99) takes 
place in the Vale of 
Glamorgan, which 
is a hot spot for 
equestrian sport. 

One of the stories is 
about a horse qualified 
with the Glamorgan 
Hunt which was actually 
a former racehorse that 
had run under Jockey 
Club Rules under one 
name, and in flapping 
races (unlicenced) under 
another - which is 
simply not allowed, of 
course. 

This horse went on to 
win the Welsh St Leger 
in the Vale of Neath, and 
there are pictures of his 
owner/rider in action at 
one of the point-to- 
points they rode in. 

Another story tells of 
a great ‘monster gamble’ 
which took place at 
Ystradowen at the 
Ystrad Taf Fechan Hunt 
Steeplechases in 2002 
when a horse backed 
from 16-1 to 4-1 and off 
the bookies’ boards 
romped home by an 
offical four lengths. 

Then there is the tale 
of the Vale farmer who 
rubbed a spot of Vick on 
his horse’s nose - and 
how it won easily at the 
Llangeinor Hunt point- 
to-point at St Mary Hill 
in 1989, after being 
made a hot favourite. 

(Excuse the pun! ‘Hot’ 
and ‘Vick). 

The only trouble was, 
Vick is a banned 
substance and although 
the owner/trainer was 
cleared of any 
intentional wrong-doing, 
the Jockey Club fined 
him £100, anyway! 

More recent is the 
story of a horse trained 
at Aberkenfig in 2010 


which was an 
unchallenged winner at 
Hereford races, after 
being backed from 25-1 
to 5-1 despite having 
woeful form. As one 
racing reporter put it: 

“There was outrage in 
some quarters and 
amusement in others .” 

Another, more recent 
story is the one about a 
horse trained at 
Aberthin, and owned by 
a well-known Cardiff 
bookmaker, who landed 
one of the biggest 
betting coups ever seen 
at a point-to-point; and 
who was ridden by a 
Cowbridge jockey. 

There are pictures of 
the horse, rider and 
trainer to accompany 
this story. 

The saddest story I 
tell is about all those 
people who were taken 
for a ride and conned out 
of many thousands of 
pounds by a racehorse 
owner, who once lived 
in the Vale and who had 
pretended to be a multi¬ 
millionairess. 

She stole £327,000 
from one woman whom 
she had known for most 
of her life. Another 
victim named lost 
£235,000 and yet 
another £50,000. But 
these were only the tip 
of the iceberg. 

The money was used 
to fund her lavish 
lifestyle, which included 
racehorses, big houses, 
and expensive antiques. 

Her racehorse trainer, 
who was owed around 
£160,000, said: “I don’t 
like to count it up 
because it really hurts - 
and what is more, I will 
never get my money 
back because she hasn’t 
got any, I just have to 
accept it.”

The match official 
deliberated and decided 
to award the crucial 
score and victory was 
snatched from the grasp 
of the Villagers. 

The contrast in the 
emotions of the various 
sets of supporters was 
palpable and heated 
debates took place 
across the Common 
wherever contact was 
made between the ardent 
followers. 

The Villagers will be 
disappointed to have lost 
this game, which they 
dominated for the 
majority of the contest, 
but an over enthusiasm 
to run the ball and a 
couple of missed place 
kicks proved crucial.
